Judges had been selected from the State Extension 
Service with reports from district agents being included from 
time to time,

They were formed today into Freedom 
Gardens and next year there will be an 
estimated 5,000 persons participating from Middle Tennessee. There 
were 4,200 this year. 

If, all over this country, we were to repeat the Victory Garden 
Contest of the war years, the problem of sending food to Europe 
would be simplified and made easy. For every pound of food pro- 
duced at home a pound of commercial food is released for shipment 
to where it will do the most good. . 

It is, as I said, a simple answer.

WASHINGTON—Former Secretary of State 

James F. Byrnes in his book, “Speaking Frankly,”

understood at the time to be the circumstances leading up to the 

resignation of Henry Wallace as Secretary of Commerce in the 
Truman Cabinet. | 


Mr. Byrnes reveals that the Wallace resignation was the result 
of a virtual ultimatum he served on the President frem the scene 
of the peace negotiations in Paris, after the Cabinet Officer had 
delivered his now famous speech in New York attacking the foreign 
policy of the Administration. 

As head of the American delegation attending the Paris Con- 
ference, the former Secretary of State was greatly disturbed by 


‘the Wallace speech. He felt that it was undermining his position 


in the negotiations then going on. He was concerned lest other 
celegations at the Conference would get the impression that the 
Truman Administration was wavering over the stand taken.by the 
American representatives in Paris. ” 


Threat 


Wallace. 

It is possible to see where Mr. Byrnes may have suffered some 
uncomfortable moments by the Wallace outburst. If nothing. else 
it subjected him to jibes from other nations as to who was directing 
the foreign policy of the United States. 

He was supposed to be the top-ranking Cabinet Officer in this 
respect, yet he found his course under attack from another, 
Cabinet Officer. : : 

Nevertheless, it is difficult to escape the conclusion that the 
whole Wallace affair was bungled badly, both in Paris and in 
Washington. 

In deference to Mr. Truman, it may be said in his behalf that 
the Byrnes ultimatum left him no other choice than the one he 
followed. The Secretary of State threatened to resign on the spot, 
in the midst of the negotiations. As between that and the forced 
resignation of his Secretary of Commerce, he took the lesser of 
two evils. 


Hence he threatened to resign unless: the President 
could give assurance of putting a definite muzzle on 


. In other words, it was far less embarrassing 
Alternative for the President to ask for the resignation of 
Mr. Wallace than it would have been to permit Mr. Byrnes to 
quit while the Paris Conference was in full sway. The latter would 
have precipitated a stalemate in the peace negotiations. A hiatus 
would have eccurred until a new set of officials could be rushed 
to the scene. And that, to a degree, would have meant starting 
all over again. 

Of course, looking at it all in another way, the President is by 
no means blameless in taking the course he did, because he had 
previously given his entire approval to the Wallace speech before 
it was delivered. He did this not by way of agreeing with the 
things Mr. Wallace said, but rather in approval of his right to 
say them. 

Looking backward on the incident at this late date, there is 
no reason to believe that Mr. Byrnes’ plight was as bad as he 
professed to see it. After all, the President had clearly reaffirmed 
his position in the face of the Wallace attack. There could have 
been little doubt in any informed quarters that the Secrefary of 
State was speaking for the Administration, not the retary 


of Commerce. 
he ht Mr. Wallace, with the consent of the President, was 

g merely exercising the right given him to sound off 
with his own views on foreign policy. Mr. Byrnes made the mistake 
of attaching too much importance to what had beén said. 

A happier solution . the whole unfortunate affair would have 
been for Mr. Byrnes to have ignored the incident after getting publie 
assurances from the White House that he was correctly interpreting 
the foreign policy of the Administration. 

In that way the matter might have passed off peacefully within 
a few days and there would have been no resignations to sensa- 
tionalize the situation, 

Mr. Wallace, no doubt, would still have been a member of the 
Cabinet and there would be no third party threat to mar the outlook 
for the Democratic ticket next year. 


Blame rests more on Mr. Byrnes than 

anyone else, it seems. He precipitated the rumpus by 
delivering his ultimatum to the President. Despite the lack of — 
tact shown by Mr. Wallace in making the critical speech, it was 
still something that would have been better left ignored by the 
Secretary of State. 

Mr. Byrnes discusses the situation quite frankly in his book, but 
not frankly enough to reveal how he was prodded into daing what 
he did by Sen. Connally and Sen. Vandenberg, two other members 
of the American delegation. Big Jim Farley, who was in Paris 
at the time, also had a hand in the proceedings.
